# Horace Yere was the youngest son of Geoffrey Yere, 
fourth son of John de Yere, Fifteenth Earl of Oxford ; born 
in 1565, began his military career in 1590 in the infantry 
company of his brother, wounded at the Siege of Steer. - 
wyck, and was promoted to the command of a company 
at the taking of Groningen, 1594 ; took part in the Cadiz 
expedition in 1596, and was knighted at the capture of that 
town. He next distinguished himself at the battle of Nieu- 
port in 1600, and at the Siege of Ostend by the Spaniards 
in 1602-3 was severely wounded. When his brother 
Francis resigned his employment in the service of the 
States in 1604, Horace virtually took his place, and soon 
showed himself a worthy successor by his conduct at the 
Siege of Sluys in 1604, and by the desperate valour he 
displayed in covering the retreat of Prince Maurice at the 
battle of Mulheiin in 1605. In 1607 he married Mary, 
daughter of Sir J. Tracey and widow of W. Hoby, by whom 
he had five daughters. He commanded regiment of volun¬ 
teers raised in England in 1619 for the defence of the 
Palatinate against the Spaniards under Spinola and the 
Imperialists under Tilly. This expedition embarked in 
1620, but the campaign finally ended disastrously with 
the capitulation of Sir Horace Yere at Manheim in 
September 1622. He took a prominent part in the 
operation for the relief of Breda, and was raised to the 
peerage on July 25, 1625, as Baron Yere of Tilbury, by 
Charles I. He commanded the English forces at the 
capture of Bois-le-Duc, and terminated his successful 
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military career at the taking of Maestricht in 1632. The 
last years of his life were passed at his house at Clapton, 
near Hackney, and it was probably at this period that he 
collected the series of portraits of some of his principal 
officers, which subsequently came through his daughter 
Mary, who married Sir Roger Townshend of Raynham, 
into the possession of the Townshend family. He died 
suddenly, while dining with Sir Harry Yane at Whitehall, 
on May 2, 1635.
